The story takes place in the 
State Prison in Connecticut the 
night on which James Dyke is 
to be executed for murder. The 
warden and chaplain, realizing 
that the prisoner is withholding 
his identity to shield his family, 
hopelessly try ■ to get Dyke 
to spend his last hours in the 
warden’s office. Shortly before 
the scheduled time for the execu- 
tion, a young girl comes to see 
the prisoner in an' effort to learn 
whether he is her lost brother. 
She recites Shakespeare, lines 
which’her brother used to tell her 
at bedtime when she was a little 
girl. The prisoner is affected but 
brushes the poetry away as silly. 
In desperation the girl tells the 
prisoner why she came to see him. 
Dyke tells her he knew her broth- 
er had died a hero’s death in the 
World War. .Giving the girl the 
money he got from a newspaper 
for his life's story, he tells her 
to buy a gold medal to wear for 
her hero brother. After the girl 
departs, Dyke in a daze, recites 
Shakespeare, and as he goes to 
his death he keeps repeating that 
one line, “The valiant never taste 
of death but once.” 

Of “Smokescreen,” Carl Sand- 
burg says, “ ‘Smokescreen’ packs 
into fifteen minutes of action the 
high spots of many a two or three 
hour stage play. As entertainment 
and dramatic art, it is clean and 
alive.”

As Rex Beach says, quoting Father Mur- 
ray, this college “isn’t an institution, it’s 
an inspiration — the inspiring idea of clean, 
hard, aggressive living, thinking, working, 
playing which Knute Rockne left behind 
him.” That’s why the teams, efiosen from 
an enrollment of approximately 150 students 
of both sexes, are about the toughest, 
fastest, and gamest at hockey, lacrosse, rug- 
by and baseball in the Dominion. That’s why, 
too, the graduates of this “little barbed- 
wire institution” are not “rancid-minded 
juveniles or underdone social reformers” 
with $ “new” morality, but atmbitious 
workers accepted on scholarships at the 
University of Ottawa and fought for by 
employers in Vane over, Toronto, and. other 
cities in Canada and in the States. 

Read the article ! No better time to do it 
than at the beginning of the second se- 
mester. If after reading it we stop “griping” 
so that the surprised faculty think we are 
ready for the infirmary, the surprise will 
do them and us all permanent good. The 
better we become acquainted with the spirit 
of active self-control, self-sacrifice, and self- 
denial, the better! for us now and after 
college days are past. In so far as St.

Infirmarian Gives 
Sage Advice About 
Unsettled Weather 

Students Suffer Colds And 
Sore Throats, Report 
Reveals 

■ Unsettled weather and changing 
temperatures during the past 
several weeks having given rise 
to more than the usual aiumber 
of coughs and colds, Mr. Peter 
Heimas, R.N., Infirmarian^ re- 
vealed ■ to the reporter last week, 

Although, however, his office 
calls were numerous, he said, 
not many of the patients re- 
quired hospitalization. During the 
entire month of January only 
twelve students and three pro- 
fessors were su|ficiently ill to 
spend a day or two in the in- 
firmary. Never were there more 
than two or three bedridden 
patients at a time until after the 
first week of February when for 
a few days seven or eight ran 
temperatures and remained . in 
meanwhile. This amount of sick- 
ness is considerably less by com- 
parison than that of previous 
years at this season. 

.Mr. Heimas warns against wet 
feet during the next several 
weeks. “The wearing of rubbers 
may be old-fashioned,” he said, 
“but it prevents pneumonia in 
many instances.” Regular habits 
down to the very last detail is 
another precaution he firmly enun- 
ciates. Furthermore, attention to 
the ventilating of such rooms as 
the clubs and the chapel is of 
great importance. Finally, fresh 
air, and lots of it, through exer- 
cise out in the open, even though 
the day may not be so inviting, 
will do much to ward off the ail- 
ments that ordinarily are associ- 
ated with the variable spring 
weather. 


STUDENTS SHOW KEEN INTEREST 
IN EXTRA CURRIOILAR ACTIVITY 


Unbelievable as it may seem, 
seventy per cent of the students 
at St. Joseph’s belong to one or 
the other of the many basketball 
teams. Besides the high school 
and college representative quin- 
tets, which at this writing have a 
combined aggregation of forty 
members, there are nineteen other 
teams with more than 150 players. 
Time is found not only for regular 
daily practice of the varsities and 
for the intercollegiate games play- 
•eth at- - home, but ■ for- all- of • these 
other teams to meet several times 
during basketball season. 

The teams are divided into four 
leagues from as many halls. 
Drexel Hall (the upper classmen’s 
residence) furnishes three: Xavier 
Hall (home of the pre^philosophy 
students), three; Science Hall 
(Freshman quarters), five; and 
the ..high, .school, ..eight 

Watching for odds and ends of 
time to practice, the various 
teams engage a college varsity 
player to direct them. He as 
their mentor both impresses upon 
himself ..the principles of the 
game instilled by Coach De Cook 
and aids them in their playing. 

Directly and Vicariously, then, 
the head coach’es training extends 
to almost 200 of the 270 students 
enrolled. 

Usually, too, a freshman varsity 
squad member referees the league/ 
games. All in all the system makes 
for good sportsmanship and ex- 
cellent physical training. 


An advantage of the small col- 
lege comes to light with the an- 
nouncement that 63% of the stu- 
dents of St. Joseph’s College are 
receiving musical education in one 
form or another. 

The campus boasts of ten dis- 
tinct musical organizations.' In 
the ord er of size we have forty 
members in the major choir, 
thirty -five in the- band, twenty- 
eight in, the orchestra, twenty- 
five in the junior band, fifteen in 
the college glee club, fifteen- Tn 
the high school glee club, thirteen 
in the Raleigh Club dance or- 
chestra, thirteen in the liturgical 
choir, eight in ’the double quartet, 
and four student organists. , Be- 
sides these there are a number 
of music students who are taking 
lessons on piano, Violin or horn, 
with aspirations to joining one of 
the organizations. The sum of 263 
is quite a few more than 63% of 
270. The statistics also prove 
that 93 positions on the records 
,gfe filled by men wro are in mor e 
than one musical organization. 
This leave's a total of 170 indi- 
viduals, which accounts for the 
seeming discrepancy. 

Nowhere but in the small col- 
lege can you find 63% of the 
students interested in music. 

Mr. Paul Tonner, music direc- 
tor at St. Joseph’s for more than 
twenty years, is justly deserving 
of credit for his almost miracu- 
lous supervision of sq large a 
group. <
